ADMISSION PROCEDURES 


UNDERGRADUATE: 


Students applying for admission for the first time, 
should request an application form from the Admissions 
Office. Students may use the form on page 29 for. this re- 
quest. The completed application form, together with all 
necessary documents, must reach the Admissions Office 
before Wednesday, September 1. 


After all these documents have been evaluated, the 
applicant will be notified by the Admissions Office whether 
his application has been accepted or not. 


This letter of acceptance is the student’s “Permit-to- 
Register” and MUST be presented at the time of registra- 
tion. No new student will be allowed to register without this 
“Permit”. 


GRADUATE: 


Students applying for admission to the Faculty of 
Graduate Studies must request application forms from the 
Office of Graduate Studies. The completed application form, 
along with all necessary documents, must reach the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies on or before Wednesday, September 1. 


As soon as the application has been approved, the student 
will be notified by the Faculty of Graduate Studies. 


Students must present themselves for registration at 
one of the times listed on page 1 of this brochure and bring 
their acceptance letter, along with the program approved 
and signed by the Department Head on the Plan-of-Work 
a No graduate student may register without this approved 
orm. 


TEACHERS DESIRING CERTIFICATION CREDIT ONLY: 


Students in this category must submit written approval 
from the Ontario College of Education to the Admissions 
Office. This approval must reach the Admissions Office 
before Wednesday, September 1. 


The student will then be sent a “Permit-to-Register” by 
the Admissions Office. This ‘‘Permit’’ MUST be presented at 
the time of registration. 


TRANSIENTS: 


These students must submit written permission from 
the Registrar of their home university to the Admissions 
Office. This letter of permission must state the exact course 
which has been approved and must reach the Admissions 
Office before Wednesday, September 1. 


The student will then be sent a “Permit-to-Register” by 
the Admissions Office. This ‘““Permit’’ MUST be presented at 
the time of registration. 


Former students who have not been registered at the 
University of Windsor during the preceding calendar year 
MUST NOTIFY THE ADMISSIONS OFFICE of their in- 


tention to return by completing the form on page 29 of 
this brochure. 


READMISSION OF STUDENTS WHO HAVE BEEN REQUIRED 
TO WITHDRAW FOR ACADEMIC REASONS: 


Students who have been required to withdraw from the 
Faculty of Arts and Science after either, 1) failing a pro- 
bationary year in a general course or 2) failing a second 
time, will withdraw for one complete year from all regular 
and extension courses. They may then reapply to the Senate 
Committee on Admissions for readmission to a general course. 
The committee may refuse the petition for admission, admit 
to part-time day or extension courses only, or admit to full 
time. Such students, if re-admitted, will be subject to the 
regulations applying to repeating students. 


Students who have been required to withdraw a second 
time, will not be eligible for readmission under any con- 
ditions. 


TEACHERS’ COLLEGE GRADUATES: 


Graduates of the one year program of the Ontario 
Teachers’ College, who do not otherwise qualify for admis- 
sion, may be admitted to First Year Arts on a 6 course 
probation program. 


Of the first 3 courses taken, 2 must be taken during 
the same session, a grade of 50% obtained in each, and an 
average of 60% on the 2 course combination. At the end of 
the 2 course session, if the required grades and average have 
not been attained, the student must withdraw from the uni- 
versity. If the required grades and average are attained, the 
student may continue in Extension on probation until the 6 
required courses have been taken. To remove probation, the 
student must pass 6 courses with an overall average of 60%. 


NOTE: 


Students holding a first degree (B.A., B.Sc., etc.) who 
are taking courses but not for graduate credit must get 
permission from their proper Dean to register in any course. 
This permission must be secured EACH time the student 
wishes to begin a new course. The letter of permission must 
be signed by the proper Dean and the Head of the Depart- 
ment offering the subjects. STUDENTS WILL NOT BE 
on A Ea TO REGISTER WITHOUT THIS AUTHOR- 


REGISTRATION PROCEDURE 
BY MAIL: 


This procedure is available only to FORMER students 
who are certain which subjects they are going to take. 


To register by mail, kindly fill in the section of this 
brochure provided for that purpose (see page 31). Registra- 
tion materials will then be sent. 


Registration by mail may not be made after September 1. 


When registering by mail, make cheques payable to the 
University of Windsor. Unless the cheque in the correct 
amount accompanies the completed registration forms, the 
registration is incomplete and WILL NOT BE PRO- 
CESSED, and students must begin registration procedures 
again as though no steps had been taken toward registration. 
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IN PERSON: 


All NEW students and those former students who do 
not register by mail must present themselves for registra- 
tion at one of the following times: September 7, 8, or 9, 
between 7:00 and 9:00 p.m. 


At the time of registration ALL students must present 
evidence of their eligibility to register. This may be in the 
form of their “Permit-to-Register” or, in the case of current 
students, the report issued at the last examination session. 


The late registration fee of $5.00 will be assessed 
against all students who do not complete their registration 
by September 9. 


Even upon payment of the late registration fee, no 
student may be registered after Monday, September 20. 


NOTE: 


No registrations will be accepted after the second 
meeting of the class. 


Exception may be made in the case of those who wish 
to register in a course in which they have previously regis- 
tered and attended at least half the sessions, with the writ- 
ten consent of the instructor and on payment of the late 
registration fee.

Simply 
ceasing to attend class, whether or not the instructor 
is notified, does not relieve the student of these re- 
sponsibilities. If it is physically impossible for a stu- 
dent to resign in person, a registered letter addressed 
to the Director of Extension will constitute an official 
withdrawal effective on the postmark date.

CHANGE OF COURSE PROCEDURE 


Once a student has registered, he may not change his 
course, or add or drop subjects without the permission of 
the Niel of Extension. The fee for change of registration 
is $2.00. 


ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


Preliminary Year: Completion in not more than 4 years 
beyond Grade VIII of the work required for the Ontario 
Secondary School Graduation Diploma in the General 
Course, or an equivalent certificate, with an average of at 
least 65% in the following subjects of Grade XII: 


1. English and History. 
2. Latin or Mathematics. 


3. One of: Latin, French, German, Spanish, Italian, 
Greek. 


4. Two of: Mathematics, Science or Agriculture, Music, 
Geography, option from (3) not previously 
used. 


No option may be counted more than once. For the 
Music option the following certificates will be accepted: 
we III Theory or Grade VII Practical and Grade II 

eory. 


First Year: An average of 60% on nine Grade XIII 
papers is recommended and admission may be granted on 
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this factor alone provided the proper subjects are chosen 
(see below). 


(a) Arts: English (Composition and Literature) ; 
Language (Composition and Authors) ; 
Mathematics (2 a. ai Geometry, Trig.) 


Language (Composition and Authors); 
any three eee papers 


additional language and one other paper. 


A student wishing to major in Mathematics must 
have Algebra, Geometry and Trigonometry. 


(b) Business Administration: 
English (Composition and Literature) ; 
Language (Composition and Authors) ; 
Algebra and Geometry; 
any three = papers 


additional language and one other paper. 


The Committee on Admissions may admit an applicant 
to First Year with one condition (i.e. lacking one subject— 
two papers in one language or any other two papers). This 
condition must be removed by the candidate’s carrying an 
additional course or by writing Grade XIII the following 
year. 

In considering a candidate for admission, the Committee 
on Admissions will consider total evidence presented, e.g. 
examinations and grades, principal’s recommendation, class 
standing, aptitude and ability tests, etc. A student lacking 
the full requirements (i.e. lacking one subject—two papers 
in one language, or any other two papers, or lacking the re- 
quired average) may be admitted with “one condition” or 
“on probation”. A student admitted with a condition must 
remove this condition before entering Second Year. A stu- 
dent admitted on probation will not be allowed to repeat his 
year in the event of failure of the year. 

The Committee on Admissions may admit an applicant 
to First Year with eight papers, without conditions, pro- 
vided that he has the necessary prerequisites for the pro- 
gram he wishes to enter, and has an average of 66% on the 
eight papers. 

If an applicant has spent one or more years in Grade 
XIII and lacks more than one subject (as defined in the 
above paragraph), he may not be admitted but must com- 
plete the entrance requirements for First Year by further 
high school work. 


ADULT STUDENTS 


The designation “Adult Student” is not an automatic 
category for which a student may apply. It is a classifica- 
tion used by the Admissions Committee in accordance with 
its established guidance rules. Students do not apply for 
entrance under this category. 

Persons of mature years, whose secondary education 
has been interrupted for reasons beyond their control, may 
be excused part of the normal entrance requirements at the 
discretion of the Committee on Admissions, provided they 
have given evidence through their academic record, aptitude 
and achievement tests, interviews, or other means, that they 
show university potential. They may be admitted to Pre- 
liminary Year or to First Year (with or without conditions). 
They will not be excused the prerequisites for subjects 
wherever required. 
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An adult student who has satisfactorily completed one 
year’s work (six courses) will be considered to have secured 
standing sufficient to permit his proceeding to a degree on 
the same terms as one who at entrance presented complete 
entrance requirements.

ACADEMIC INFORMATION 


1. Regular Examinations and Term Work 


The regular examinations will be held in January and 
May. If a student writes more than one examination in a 
course, the last mark he obtains shall be the only one con- 
sidered for academic credit. 


In all subjects, the ratio of term-work marks to exami- 
nation marks is determined by the teaching staff in each 
subject; neither term mark nor examination mark, however, 
will count for less than one-third nor more than two-thirds 
of the final grade. To pass a subject a student must obtain 
an average of 50% on term work and examination; his 
Senate Committee on Academic Studies, however, may at 
its discretion withhold credit if the mark in either term 
work or examination is below 50%. 


Term work in a course will not be credited to a student 
beyond the year in which the course is taken. 


2. Supplemental Examinations 


A supplemental examination is one set in a subject in 
which a student (who has not failed his year) has failed to 
obtain standing at the regular examination. This examina- 
tion is held at a time designated by the Dean. A student 
granted permission to write a supplemental examination 
must avail himself of this privilege at the first opportunity 
and the time and place designated; if he does not do so, or 
attempts the examination but fails, he may not write fur- 
ther supplemental or special examinations in the course 
involved, but must repeat it in its entirety if he desires 
credit for it. 


Applications for the August supplemental examinations 
must be in the Registrar’s Office by July 1; forms for this 
purpose are available in the Registrar’s Office. The fee for 
this is $10.00 if written at a regular examination period, and 
$20.00 if written at another time. 


The final grade, after supplemental examinations, will 
include the term mark for the year and the final mark so 
obtained replaces the mark obtained on the original final 
examination in calculating the student’s grade. 


A student who has failed his year is not permitted to 
write any supplemental or special examinations on the work 
of that year. 


3. Special Examinations 


A special Examination is an examination other than the 
regular or supplemental examination in the course involved, 
Spring or Summer, permitted by the Dean for a grave 
reason and after special application. No special examination 
may be assigned except on the recommendation of the Head 
of the Department concerned, after consultation with the 
instructor involved. (Often students should be advised to 
adopt the alternative of repeating the lectures and taking 
the next regular examination). 
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A student who fails to appear for a paper at the time 
set on the examination timetable will not be allowed to 
write on the examination paper thus missed, but may be 
permitted to write a special examination upon fulfillment of 
the conditions indicated in the above paragraph at a time 
determined by the Registrar after consultation with the 
Department and Instructor involved. The fee for a special 
examination is $10.00 if written at a regular examination 
period, and $20.00 if written at another time. 


4. Failures 


A student in the General or Honors program who fails 
to obtain 50% in the regular or supplemental examinations 
in a subject will not be eligible for re-examination without 
a further year’s attendance at the lectures in the subject in 
which he has failed. 


A subject may be repeated once only. 


Subjects which depend directly upon the work of a pre- 
ceding year may not be taken by a student who has failed 
in the work of the preceding year. 


5. Appeals 


(i) Aegrotat Standing: A student who wishes to receive 
consideration on account of serious illness or bereave- 
ment or other grave reason prior to or during the 
examination should communicate with the Extension 
Office before the close of the examination period and 
should submit supporting documents (e.g., a medical 
certificate) within a week. In such cases the Commit- 
tee on Academic Standing may grant standing in the 
subject or subjects concerned on the basis of the term 
mark alone. 


(ii) Other Appeals: While all papers in failed subjects are 
re-read before the grades are submitted to the Regis- 
trar’s office, and every care is taken to record marks 
accurately, any student who considers that some factor 
affecting the final mark on the examination was not 
considered by the examiner, may appeal to have the 
subject reviewed. This request should be submitted in 
writing to the Registrar’s office within two weeks of 
the official publication of student grades, together with 
a fee of $10.00. In the event that the grade is changed 
as a result of the appeal, the fee will be refunded. 


Appeals should be addressed to the Secretary of the 
appropriate Faculty, and sent to the Registrar’s office. 


6. Graduation 


Registration in any program does not constitute an ap- 
plication for a degree or diploma. 


An official application for graduation must be filled out 
and filed in the Registrar’s Office 30 days prior to the Con- 
vocation at which the applicant hopes to graduate. 


In cases in which credit is sought for work done else- 
where, official transcripts or other documentary evidence 
required by the Registrar’s Office, not already submitted, 
must be conveyed to the Registrar’s Office prior to the same 
date. Failure to comply with these regulations will dis- 
qualify the student for graduation at the Convocation 
concerned. 
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Each prospective graduate must be present in person at 
Convocation in order to receive his degree, unless excused 
for a serious reason by his Dean, and unless arrangements 
have been made with the Registrar to receive the degree in 
absentia. 


7. Grading 


The grading for individual subjects in General and 
Honors programs is as follows:

At the regular Spring Examinations all grades below 
50% are considered failures. If a student is permitted a 
supplemental examination, it is indicated by Fx. 


8. Language Requirement 


When a student begins a language other than English 
in the University, no credit towards a degree will be given 
for the first year of that language unless that year is fol- 
lowed by a second year in the same language. 


NOTE: Every student in an Arts program (general or 
honors) must complete Language 12. A student entering the 
Preliminary Year may fulfil this requirement by continuing 
his high school language other than English for two further 
years; a student entering the First Year may fulfil it by 
continuing his Grade XIII language for one further year. 


9. Transfer of Credits 


Of the 17 courses (beyond Grade XIII) necessary for 
the general B.A. degree, the University may accept a maxi- 
mum of 12 courses by transfer from another approved uni- 
versity or college, provided such courses are comparable in 
content and weight to courses given here. No more than 6, 
however, of these 12 courses may have been completed by 
correspondence. 

At least two of the subjects constituting the student’s 
major must be taken at the University of Windsor, regard- 
less of the number of such subjects the student may have 
completed elsewhere. 


MISCELLANEOUS 
1. Transcripts 
Students wishing to order transcripts should contact 
the Registrar’s Office. 


2. U. of W. Transients 

Students of this university, wishing to take courses 
elsewhere and have the credit accepted here towards their 
degree, must secure permission as to course title and num- 
ber from the Registrar’s Office of the University of Windsor. 


3. Library Science 

Every student entering the University of Windsor in 
Preliminary or First Year is required to complete satisfac- 
torily a course in Library Science unless he produces evi- 
dence of such work taken in securing a teaching certificate. 


4. Reports 
Every effort will be made to mail the reports as soon 
as the marks have been received from the instructors and 
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entered on the permanent records. Please do not inquire by 
telephone since no marks will be given over the phone. 


5. Counselling 

No detailed counselling is possible during registration. 
If you wish counselling or need advice, contact the Extension 
Office for an appointment well in advance of registration 
dates. 


PARTICULAR REGULATIONS FOR ARTS PROGRAM 


1. The general course leading to the Bachelor of Arts 
degree consists of 17 courses beyond the level of Grade 
XIII or Preliminary Year, selected in accordance with 
the regulations given below: 


2. Every course program must include a sequence of five 
courses constituting a major or field of concentration, 
a sequence of three courses constituting a minor, and 
nine electives. These 17 courses are normally distributed 
as follows: 

I Year (6 subjects): 1 major 1minor 4 electives 
II Year (6 subjects): 2 major 1minor 3 electives 
III Year (5 subjects): 2 major 1minor 2 electives 
An exception to this distribution is made for students 
who wish to major in Mathematics; such students will 
select two subjects in the major field in First Year, and 
only three electives. 


3. Major Requirements: A major consists of a sequence of 
five courses in one subject, as approved by the depart- 
ment concerned and outlined in the description of the 
course programs (see chart, page 

In select his subjects in I Year, ‘the student should 
include the subject appropriate to the major he wishes 
to undertake; the final choice of the major field, how- 
ever, need not be definitely determined until the en- 
trance to II Year. 


4. Minor Requirements: A minor consists of a sequence of 
three courses in one subject other than that of the 
major. 


5. Electives and Required Subjects: Electives are subjects 
selected from fields other than those of the major and 
minor. 

In every course program, the following subjects must 
be included among the electives beyond Preliminary 
Year if not already included in the major or minor: 
English 15; Philosophy 15; Language 12; one course in 
Theology, or Philosophy 22; one course in one of the 
following Social Sciences: Anthropology, Economics, 
Geography, History, Political Science, Psychology, So- 
ciology; one course in a Natural Science or Mathe- 
matics. Students are advised to include as many as 
possible of these required subjects in their First or 
Second Year. 

6. No student will be admitted to a Bachelor’s degree 
who has not: 

a) Obtained at least Grade D on all the prescribed and 
elective work of his course; 

b) Obtained a Grade C (60%) or better in at least half 
of the courses in his senior year, or an overall aver- 
age of at least Grade C on the work of his senior 
year; 

c) Obtained an average of Grade C in all the courses 
in his major subject belonging to the Second and 
Third Years, exclusive of minor requirements.
